OTTAWA, June 4.—Channel dredging and dock 
provements at Waterways, end of steel and head of the 
great Athabasca-Mackenzie river system, will be begun im- 
inediately to facilitate northern freighting operations, it was 
announced here today by James A. MacKinnon, Liberal M. 
+P. for West Edmonton. 


EXPANSION OF | 
HOUSING ACT 
CONTEMPLATED 


Lending Institutions To Be 
Guaranteed Against | 
Loss | 


OTTAWA, June 4—Expansion 
of the present Dominion Housing , 
act and instituting a program of | 
construction of low-cost housing 
are forecast in a resolution ap- 
pearing in today’s house votes 
and proceedings, sponsored by 
Hon. Charles Dunning, minister 
of finance, 

The aggregate amount to be ap- 
plied to the new national plan will 


be $50,000,000, less the amount al- 
ready loaned under the existing 
housing act. 

The resolution contemplates 


amendments and additions to the 
present legislation. It sets a maxi- 
mum of $20,000,000 upon the 
monies which may be loaned under 
the Dominion Housing Act, but | 
emphasizes its application to rural | 


areas. 


IN REMOTE PLACES 

Lending institutions or local | 
authorities will be guaranteed | 
against loss “up to certain maxi- | 
mum amounts” in respect of small 
loans entered into by them for 
the building of houses “in small | 
and remote communities and in| 


certain districts of other communi- 
ties,’ the resolution says. 


The new legislation will author- 
ize loans at low interest rates to 
loca! housing authorities, with a 


view to new houses being leased to 
families of low income and “at 
rentals less than the economic 
rentals therefor.” 


RATE NOT GIVEN 

Loans under this section will not 
exceed $30,000,000. The “low in- 
terest rates” are not given. 

To give an immediate stimulus 
t» construction, the Dominion guar- 
antees to municipalities a pro- 
portion of the taxes, for three 
years, on new low-cost houses built 
before Dec, 31, 1940, “for owners 
for their own occupation,” 

The resolution meets to some 
degree the recommendations in this 
respect of the National Employ- 
ment Commission.

There are in general two main causes of 
itching of the skin. One is the presence of 
parasites which attack the skin from the out- 


side, as happens in scabies; and the other is the 
presence of an internal irritation which affects 
the nerves of the skin. The latter is quite com- 
mon, and where there is a general itching with- 
out any eruption, the condition is described by 
the term pruritus, In this condition, the skin 
usually appears healthy except where it has 
been scratched. The itching experienced in 
these cases may at times cause severe discom- 
fort, and when it is most noticeable at night, 
will interfere with sleep. 

Pruritus may be so mild as to cause only a 
tingling sensation, or severe enough to bring 
on such an intense itching that the patient is 
greatly tempted to rake the offending area 
with the fingernails. Usually, the more he 
scratches, the worse the itching torments him, 
but even so, he can not resist the temptation to 
seek temporary relief by scratching vigorously. 


Whenever the itching is due to internal 
the remedy is to cleanse the blood 
y a suitable fasting and dieting 


accompanied by enemas. I 
t one patient who was troubled with a 
severe itus who came in complaining 
chiefly of headache and nervousness.

Strawberries Ideal 
For Your Preserves 


By MRS. GAYNOR MADDOX 
Eating strawberries is one of the 
finest of summer sports, and so is 
cooking them 
Do you know how to wash ber- 
ries properly? Wash them just be- 
fore you're ready to use them. To 


keep them from mashing, rinse the 
strawberries caref a few ata 
time, in a pan of water. Do not 
let the water fall on them with 
force. Lift the berries out of the 
water rather than pour the water 
off. That way the sand or soi] that 
acttles to the bottom won't lodge 
again on the berries,

Mrs, Helen E. Flux told the jury 
that she was on the fire escape 
when the accident occurred, She 
said that Mrs. Johnson had lifted 


up her arms and fallen backwerds 
through the stair-well to the 
ground 25 feet below 


She said she could not explain 
why Mrs. Johnson fell, but thought 
she might have fainted. Water, Ed- 


gar Van Reeder, who saw the ac- 
cident from across the street, said 
Mrs. Johnson was conscious and 
spoke clearly before she was taken 
away in the ambulance. 

Medical evidence was that Mrs 
Johnson had sustained a fracture 
at the base of her skull, a fracture 
of her right arm. lacerations of the 
scalp and abrasions and shock.
